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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL BOARD. 


It is unnecessary to mention our schools in detail, but in prepar- 
ing this report it has been our purpose to give a clear representation 
of what our schools have been doing and we can justly summarize by 
saying that their mora] tone has never been higher ; the discipline has 
never been better, and the general improvement in all the studies 
has never been more marked than during the past year. 

No. 5 was unitedwith No. 3 during the fall term as there were 
only three scholars. We have given mach thought to the matter of 
combining small schools, but are not wholly satisfied with the plan. 
And mothers object, and justly we think, to having their small chil- 
dren taken far from home all day. 

Let us remember with Kate Douglass Wiggin as she so beautifully 
expresses the thought in the book on ‘‘Children’s Rights’’: ‘‘A mother 
nas a sacred claim on the world; even if that claim rest solely on the 
fact of her motherhood, and not, alas, on any other. Her life may be 
a cipher; but when the child comes, God writes a figure before it and 
gives it value.’’ Consequently we think every mother should have a 
chance to say, keep our rural schools, as they are the very best things 
for our little ones, morally, mentally, and physically. They are equal 
to private schools, as we have had, and can have, as good teachers as 
there are in the state. Our last year’s teachers consisted of three col- 
lege learned; two Normal trained, and a High school graduate. Now, 
if the town would appropriate just a little more money, so as to have 
about ten weeks in winter, or enough to make thirty-four weeks for 
the year, I think everyone would feel that our schools are just what 
they ought to pe. We should encourage the personal visiting of 
schools on the part of the parent, and those interested and also, when 
it is possible, that the teacher visit the homes. There are times, how- 


~ 
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ever, when the teacher does not receive the most hearty sympathy and 
co-operation from the parent; how sad, if this is the case, as the child 
is really the principal sufferer. 

This being true it is the duty of parents to place themselves in 
touch with the teacher, so as to give her in her arduous duties, the 
heartiest sympathy, and seek to know and intelligently appreciate her — 
aims and methods, so that they may be a source of comfort to the 
ever-active, tireless little individual cailed ‘‘teacher.’’ 

As there are two to be chosen on the school board this year, I 
would like to say that we do not deem it necessary for them all to 
be school men or liberally educated men. It 1s far more important 
that these men possess good judgment and sound common sense, as 
they are to serve with so small pay; suitable men will not seek the 
office but they will consent to serve because of their deep interest in 
education, and especially because of their interest in the prosperity of 
the rural schools. 

Now, fellow citizens, if you are wise in vour selections and suc- 
ceed in selecting thoughtful, liberal minded men, who have shown 
good judgment in the management of their own business, your schools 
will undoubtedly be raised to a higher level of efficiency.

In accordance with the advice of the town auditor of 1900, this re- 
port will be as brief as the circumstances will admit. 

The Librarian informs us that books have been donated to the 
library by the following persons: William C. Todd, Harriet E. Noyes, 
Frank W. Rollins, Joseph Kimball, Frank E. Steele, Mary A. Page, 
Eugene E. Sawyer, W. W. Hatch and the Atkinson Reading Club, for 
which the trustees return to the above named donors their heartfelt 
thanks. 

The work of Mr. Todd containing sketches of some of the early
